Five  years  ago  there  were  500  readers  making  use  of  the  Braille  Library 
Service.  Today  we  have  over  WOO. 

This  increase  may  be  attributed  to  a sustained  drive  in  recruiting  new  readers 
and  keeping  current  readers  satisfied. 

300  new  titles  were  added  to  the  braille  collection  and  we  would  like  to  extend 
our  appreciation  to  everyone  involved;  International  Libraries  and 
Production  units.  South  African  Production  units  and  Voluntary 
Transcribers. 

Publishing  up  to  date  catalogues  of  the  complete  collection  has  become  impossible  and  is  no  longer  a 
practical  viability.  In  future  the  Library  will  concentrate  on  excerpts  from  the  catalogue. 

First  to  appear  in  this  series  was  a catalogue  of  braille  books  in  African  languages  in  January  1986.  Soon  to 
follow  is  a catalogue  of  Afrikaans  titles  available.

Our  volunteers  have  been  at  the  grinding  stone  all  year  and  produced  33  titles  in  318  volumes. 

Titles  include  : Shall  We  Tell  the  President  — Jeffrey  Archer;  Bursting  World  — Guy  Butler;  The  Fourth 
Protocol  — Frederick  Forsyth;  A Ravel  of  Waters  — Geoffrey  Jenkins  and  A Falcon  Flies  — Wilbur  Smith. 

A very  successful  ‘first  ever’  conference  for  Braille  Transcribers  was  held  at  the  Library  during  July  1985, 
attended  by  29  delegates. 

Guest  speakers  were  such  braille  authorities  as  Connie  Aucamp  (Madame  Braille),  Anton  Zeelie  (Mr 
Computer),  Reinette  Poppelstone  and  Johan  van  Eeden.

A stylized  figure  of  a person  walking  with  an  outstretched  cane  may  become  as  familiar  a 
symbol  for  blindness  as  the  wheelchair  emblem  is  for  the  handicapped.  This  international 
symbol  was  developed  by  the  World  Blind  Union,  which  recommends  that  it  be  used  as  a 
logotype  on  letters  and  magazines,  as  a traffic  sign,  as  a symbol  of  access  and  in  other 
appropriate  ways.

4.  S.A.L.B.  playback  equipment,  free  on  loan  (designed  and  built  by  our  own 
technicians). 

5.  Back-up  service  on  equipment  (free  of  charge). 

6.  Earphones  for  your  personal  convenience  (they  play  through  both  channels).

AUDIO  PRODUCTION 

Our  own  converted  2/4  Track  playback  machine  has  proved  itself  by  now,  as  few  were  returned  and  we  have  a 
waiting  list  for  players. 

I 500  new  titles  were  added  to  the  4 Track  Audio  Cassette  Library  collection  during  the  year.  We  thank  our 
many  friends  who  contributed  towards  making  this  project  work. 

During  July  1985  a workshop  on  standards  for  South  Africa  was  housed  by  the  SALB.  Coming  forth  from 
this  workshop  was  the  need  for  a central  authority  to  include  all  concerned  institutions.  (Audio  Authority). 
Standardization  of  equipment  has  become  of  primary  importance  in  today’s  economic  climate.  In  South 
Africa  standardization  has  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  co-operation  as  we  cannot  afford  so  many  institutions 
doing  their  own  thing.  It  is  an  absolute  waste  and  totally  confusing  to  readers. 

Once  again  our  technicians  have  maintained,  serviced  and  provided  the  support  to  establish  our  new  4 Track 
System  which  will  hopefully  have  replaced  the  old  6 Track  system  by  this  time  next  year.
